City of Winnipe 
Liquidates Debts; 
Good Investments 


WINNIPEG, Dec, 8.—Creation of a 
reeerve fund of §$200.000 to take care 
of uncollectable taxes will be an ac- 
complished fact for thia city by Febru- 
ary 1, 1923, the sinking fund trustees 
reported at a meeting of the civic 
finance committee this afternoon, 

Simultaneously a debenture debt of 
$1,216,673 covering water works and 
local improvement debentures, will be 
wiped off the city’s books. By Febru- 
ary 1 the sinking fund will provide 
sufficient funds to liquidate the debt, 
war conditions resulting in falling 
prices and the discount in eterling 
having enabled the sinking fund trus- 
tees to make a profit on stocks issued 
by British houses under different city 
bylaws authorizing borrowing 
money for the amount required.

Two French inventions of interest 
to Canadian farmers are displayed 
prominently in the automobile section 
of the Lyons fair, on the banks of the 
Rhone river. One invention is a 
tractor which pushes a plow before it 
and the other is a machine attached 
to a tractor or truck which ‘generates 
gas from wood for the purpose of in- 
ternal combustion. 

Much attention has been attracted 
in Europe by the second invention. 
“Gazogene,”’ as this curious affair is 
called, resembles a large cylinderical 
stove in shape, and is carried on a 
small platform attached to the side 
or back of the chassis. Theoretically 
it is supposed to generate enough gas 
of a low grade quality to run. the 
motor for hours without the aid of 
petrol In any case it seems sure to 
reduce the cOnsumption of gasoline by 
60 per cent. or more. 

Ultimately gazogene, it is expected, 
will liberate French agriculture whol- 
ly or in part from dependence on 
foreign fuels.

Two money bylaws are to be 
voted on on Monday besides the 
proportional representation bylaw. 
Three bylaws in addition to a 
selection from a list of 27 candi- 
dates is rather more than enough 
for one day. 

The decision of Monday may 
place new men in control in the 
city hall. It is only fair to the 
elector that he should not be asked 
to vote for a money expenditure 
until he knows who will spend the 
money. A money bylaw can be 
submitted at any time. After the 
new council has been elected will 
be time enough to make provision 
for more capital expenditure, 

The safe and sane thing for the 
electors to do on Monday is to 
vote ‘‘No’’ on the money bylaws, 
without regard to their respective 
merits. One is to provide $50,000 
for the widening of Norwood 
boulevard, and the other to pro- 
vide $11,500 for a south side 
market. Possibly both are entire- 
ly worthy schemes, and possibly 
they are not. Their merits have not 
been jas before the a 
during the present campaign. To 
do so would have been a physical 
impossibility. The city debt should 
not be increased by one dollar 
without the fullest and fairest 
Sonsideration. If these proj:cts 
are sound they can be taken up in 
due.course by the new council, and 
at a time when the electors can be 
better informed regarding them. 
It is safe to say that very few of 
the electors know that bylaws are 
to be voted on. Certainly very lit- 
tle effort has been made to inform 
them. The submission of these by- 
laws on election day looks very 
like an attempt to slip something 
over.

r Proportional Representation | 

Besides electing a mayor, alder- 
men and school trustees on Mon- 
day the voters will decide whether 
or not they wish to adopt the 
method of voting known as ‘‘pro- 
portional representation’’ in fut- 
ure elections for councillors and 
trustees. The New York World of 
a recent issue gives a very full des- 
cription of this method of voting. 
Unfortunately no two descriptions 
of the method agree any more 
than any two sets of reasons given 
for adopting it. The World gives 
eight specific reasons why propor- 
tional representation should be 
adopted. Boiled down they 
amount to this that the purpose is 
to secure representation of minor- 
ity groups of electors in legislative 
or administrative bodies to the end 
that by the process of obstruction 
of legidlative or sdministrative 
business the views of such minor- 
ities may be forced on the major- 
ity. This latter idea is expressed 
in the 8th reason given by the 
World, as follows: 

‘*A greater security against 
hastily conceived and possibly 
unconsidered, or perhaps one- 
sided enactments, which may 
imperil the city’s welfare.”’ 

Just so: The minority not the 
majority is to be the judge of 
what is best for the city’s welfare. 
Of course a majority is not always 
right—but neither is a minority. 
Unless there is some assurance that 
the minority will always be right 
why should it rule instead of the 
majority, or why would its rule 
be any better? 

The weakness, of democracy 
even under majority rule, is in- 
decision, To adopt a system of 
voting whose purpose is to in- 
crease the indecision of legislators 
and therefore of governments is to 
invite autocracy as a lesser evil. 

A cardinal feature of the voting 
under proportional representation 
‘s that no voter can know for

There is a radical difference be- 
tween these directions and those 
given by the Winnipeg Free Pross 
and Tribune for the provincial and 
municipal elections in that city. In 
Winnipeg the voter must mark his 
ballot for bir § candidate with 
the number of his choice, or the 
ballot is spoiled and will not be 
counted for any candidate. 

The World description goes cn 
to say: 

“In the counting a certain 
number of votes is established 
as the ‘‘quota’’ necessary to 
elect. In a five member district 
this quota would be one mure 
than one-sixth of all the votes, 
this being the smallest number 
of votes which five candidates 
can each get without leaving 
room for a sixth candidate alsv 
to get the quota.’’ 

When the number of ballots 1s 
known the ‘‘quota’’ is established. 
The number one ballots are all 
counted first. 

Whatever candidates have more 
than their ‘‘quota’’ of number 
one’s are declared elected. 

The number one ballots marked 
for the successful candidates over 
and above the ‘‘quota’’ are now 
counted for the candidates of the 
second choice marked on them. If 
this distribution of seoond choice 
ballots among remaining first 
choice candidates gives one of 
them the quota he is then declared

elected:™ 
Of the ballots marked for, say, 
Smith as first choice there is al- 
most certain’ to be considerable 
variation in the second, third anc 
lower choices. While one voter 
marks his ballot: Smith 1, Brown 
2, Jones 8, Robinson 4, another 
may mark his, Smith 1, Robinson 
2, Jones 8, and Brown 4. If the 
first ballot as above forms part of 
Smith’s quota and the second bal- 
lot is distributed as a second 
choice, Robinson gets as much 
benefit from it as Smith did from 
the other. But if the second ballot 
is part of Smith’s quota, and the 
first one is distributed as second 
choice Brown gets the vote and 
not Robinson. , 
The voters who marked their 
ballots respectively for Brown and 
Robinson as second choice had 
each an equal right to have his 
second choice counted. But the 
one is counted and the other is not 
on the chance that one forms part 
of the quota and the other does 
not. How a system of voting which 
thus allots votes by chance can be 
considered as a means of express- 
ing an intelligent publie opinion 15 
a mystery. But as the purpose 1s 
to prevent majority rule perhaps 
one way is as good an another. 
Electing candidates by propor- 
tional representation is on muen 
the same lines as reaching @ deci- 
sion by guessing the number of

If the elector has difficulty in 
deciding on his choice for mayor 
he is faced with greater difficulty 
in reaching a decision as to the 
six aldermen to be elected. Two 
tickets are in the field, the Citi- 
zens League, so called, and the 
Labor Party, but there is no evi- 
dence so far that either ticket is 
receiving a united support from 
the party which selected it. Two of 
the most aggressive members of 
the league, Messrs P. G. Thomson 
and A. C. Grant have publicly re- 
pudiated its action, and no doubt 
express the views of many other 
members in doing so. Nor are the 
Labor candidates receiving the 
united support that formerly went 
to that ticket. The individual elee- 
tor is left to figure out the respec- 
tive merits and chances of the sev- 
eral candidates for himself.

It 
was understood between the Domin- 
fon and the Provinces of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. that !f the Provinces 
passed the con-current legislation, the 
Dominion Government would appo'nt 
to the Board whomsoever the Prem- 
fers of the two Provinces shoul3 
nominate. 

The Session was called. The legis- 
lation was passed. The premiers +f 
the two Provinces met in Calgary and 
commenced to nominate men for the 
Board, anounc'ng their choice ww 
wire to the Premier of the Dominion 
and, strange as it may seem, in every 
case their choice refused to accept 
the job. They nominated three differ- 
ent men for Chairman and three for 
Asa'‘stant. all of whom refused. Even 
Mr. H. W. Wood decli'ned the posit- 
fon, The Premiers then gave !t up, 
and after the Domin'on Premier wir- 
ed them to know !{f there was any- 
thing else he could do for them, the 
incident closed with no Wheat Board 
estab!'shed.
